Seed Assistance 
Made Available 
V. P. King, chairman, Medina 
Co. P. M. A. Commute, announc­ 
es that assistance 
on 
winter 
legume seed through the P. M. A, 
will 
be made available to the 
farm ers and rachers on Monday, 
Sept. 17. 


He points out that winter leg­ 
ume seeds must be properly in­ 
oculated 
with 
fresh 
inoculants, 
seeded not later than Dec. 
I, 
1961, and planted on land that 
has a 2 0 s phosphate application 
of not less than 200 lbs. per acre, 
except on land that had phosphate 
applied within such time that the 
residual effects are still available. 
Also, the crop must not be harv­ 
ested for hay, or grazed to an 
extent that will prevent the main­ 
tenance of a good protective cover 
at all times. Seed may be harvest­ 
ed from all winter legumes except 
Austrian winter and Dixie Wonder 
peas. 


He explains that farm ers must 
secure written approvals of the 
county committee before seeding 
these legumes, and report per- 
fc>rmrsore on this same approval 
when a good cover is establisher! 
and in all cases not later than 
the date set by the county com­ 
mittee. Sales tickets

it was obtained as C. M. S.

at the time this picture was made, 
toss heavy logs and other drift 
over the dam and see them caught 
in the back wash of the falls and 
pitch and toss in the seething, 
foamy water before being caught 
in the current and floated away 
all battered and bruiesed.

But wre are reminded of the 
time of the record-breaking flood 
of 1900 when the water poured 
over the dam in such volume as to 
leave no trace of the dam at the 
surface of the water, such as is 
plainly visible in the accompany­ 
ing cut.

The land slopes from the 
river bank towards the foot of 
the hills where it is some five 
or six feet lower, forming a de­ 
pression clear across the bend 
which must, at some time in the 
remote past, have been the river1* 
bed. Mr. August Holzhaus lives 
on the bank of the river at the 
head of this depression and it 
was here that, for the first time 
in the history of its settlement, 
the water found its way into th# 
town. It came first through tho 
street, then widening across his 
yard and garden, and reached a 
depth of two feet in his house 
Most of the people of the town 
beat a hasty retreat to the neigh­ 
boring bills.*’ 
Not all abandoned the town, 
however, and among those who 
braved it out was this writer. Ho 
saddled a big horse and 
rode 
about the town to watch develop­ 
ments. As soon as it was deter­ 
mined that the river had begun 
to fall, he rode across the inun­ 
dated area to take the glad news 
to the refugees up on the hill­ 
side. Though the water fell rapidly 
and he was riding a horse nearly 
six-feet high the water came al­ 
most to his stirrups when he crow­ 
ed the lowest ground on the stroat 
about two blocks below where the

The Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation has done much to reduce 
crime in the United States since 
its beginning in 1908, Fred Mc- 
Intire, agent in charge of the San 
Antonio district, told the Hondo 
Lions Club last Wednesday. 
The growth and efficiency of 
the bureau has been due largely 
to J. Edgar Hoover, who was ap­ 
pointed director in 1924 after the 
nation was shaken by the Teapot 
Pome scandal. 
Mclntire said that the F. B. I. 
was hampered 
by 
politics and 
graft prior to 1924, but has now 
become one of the most effective 
law enforcement agencies in the 
world. Shortly after Hoover took 
command, the best criminal lab­ 
oratory and most extensive fin­ 
gerprint files were started among 
other modern inovations. 
As it exists today, the F. B. I. 
is also a good business invest­ 
ment, Mclntire stated. Operating 
costs last year were about $r>0 
million, although some $90 mil­ 
lion was taken in. 
One 
of the 
bureau’s biggest 
undertaking.H today is the investi­ 
gation of enemy aliens an<l citi- 
zen.‘i who act as agents for foreign 


governments. The F. B. I. started 
investigating our enemy agents 
in the late 1930’s and were able 
to round up 1,700 of the mote 
dangerous ones within 24 hours 
after the attack at Pearl Harbor. 
In a matter of 
weeks, 
about 
17,000 
subversives were 
under 
arrest, practically eliminating the 
threat of sabotage. 
Mclntire pointed out that the 
department didn’t relax its ef­ 
forts during the war, “even of 
our allies,” and 
is 
continuing 
the vigilance. 
With the passage of laws mak­ 
ing some criminal acts a federal 
offense, the F. B. I. has been able 
to greatly reduce bank robberies 
and kidnappings. In 1934, prior 
to the changes in the law, there 
were 417 bank robberies and 400 
kidnappings; 
in 
1943, only 22 
bank robberies 
were 
recorded 
and there are only two unsolved 
kidnappings on file.

TEXAS INSDUSTRY 
Two important steps have re­ 
cently been taken which should 
add impetus to the industrializa­ 
tion of Texas and a diversified 
economy. 


First, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has gone far toward 
righting a wrong dating back to 
some of the punitive measures 
taken agains the South follow­ 
ing the Civil War. Because the 
northeast manufacturers had an 
unfair freight rate advantage, the 
South's industrial production has 
been seriously hampered. Before 
this recent directive, a m anufact­ 
ured 
product could be shipped 
much cheaper from 
North to 
South than from South to North. 
Now this discriminatory freight 
rate has been removed on more 
Ihtr 20.000 manufactured items 
and southern industry can com­ 
pete on a par with northern in­ 
dustry. 


The second big step 
is 
one 
which will help insure the con­ 
tinued defense production of this 
country in the event of enemy 
attack and will also result to the 
economic betterment of the na­ 
tion. 


The President has, as a matter 
of administrative discretion, in­ 
structed government agencies to 
(I) grant certificates of neces­ 
sity providing 
for 
accelerated 
tax amortization to the greatest 
extent practicable 
to 
facilities 
which 
meet 
executive dispersal 
standards; (2) give primary con­ 
sideration to dispersal factors in 
locating facilities, 
built by the 
federal government;

A BIT OF ANCIENT HISTORY 


“It appears that this is not the 
first time that Castroville has had 
a flood visitation. In 1843 there 
was a Mexican settlement here. 
A white man by the name of 
Hy Arnold, who with his Mexican 
wife lived in a picket house on 
the present site of the ‘Rival’, had 
a camp on the present site of 
August Holzhaus’ residence (just 
where the road coming down the 
river on its west side enters town)
